Henry C. Folger to Donate 
Monumental Building Near 
Capitol to House Gift. 


NOTED ALL OVER WORLD 


The world-famous Shakespeariana of 
of New York, will be 
received in the near future in Washing- 
ton and will be housed in a building to 
be donated by Folger, it was announced 
yesterday by Herbert Putnam, Librarian 
of Congress. The building will be 
erected in the rear of the Congressional 
Library. fronting on East Capitol street 
and on Grant fw. 


Henry C. Folger, 


Putnam's announcement oi Folger’s 
gift was made in connection with the 
reporting by the House committee on 
the Library of a bill providing for the 
acquisition of two squares in the rear 
of the institution with a view to the 
erection of an auxiliary to the present 
building. The site on which Folger will 
bulld the structure to house his collec- 
tion is in the area which it originally 
had been planned to acquire for this 
purpose, but under the bill reported it 
is exempted. 

The Folger collection is estimated to 
contain about 20,000 rare volumes of 
Shakespeare and his Elizabethan con- 
temporaries. According to experts, it Is 
not surpassed in the quality of its 


| items even by the collection in the 


British Museum 

Putnam, in discussing the collection, 
said yesterday that “the building which 
Mr. Folger proposes for it will be itn ful 
harmony with the monumental charac- 
ter of the group with which it will be 
associated.” This implies that, as seen 
from Capitol Square, it will prove a 
fitting vista through the gap between 
the Library of Congress on the south 
side of East Capitol street and the pro- 
posed Supreme Court Bullding on the 
north.

American Will Be Hanged This 
Morning for Slaying of 
a Canadian. 


“FORGIVES” THE POLICE 
FOR HIS PREDICAMENT 


He Is Composed at Final Visit 
of Parents; Lights Trained 
on Crimson Gallows. 


Valley Field, Quebec, March 22 (AP.). 
George McDonald joked with jailers in 
his cell today, while in the prison yard 
the frock-coated hangman tested the 
crimson gallows on which McDonald is 
to dle in the morning for murder. The 
condemned man announced during the 
day that he had “forgiven” the pdlice 
officers who brought him to justice. 

Until his arrival here this morning 
McDonald had not been told that the 
death sentence imposed on his young 
wife had been commuted to life im- 
prisonment. As he entered the prison 
through the warden’s quarters he 
acanned the rows of cells. 

“Is Doris here?” he asked. 

The chaplain of Bordeaux Jail, 
had accompanied McDonald here from 
Montreal, admonished him to be cou- 
rageous, and then told him that gov- 
ernmental intervention had saved Mrs. 
McDonald from the gallows. 


Glad of That, He Comments. 


“Well, I'm glad of that,” McDonald 
responded, and then turned the talk to 
other matters. 

During the morning the prisoner's 
parents, John McDonald, of Sydney, 
Nova Scotia, and his estranged wife, 
who lives in Portland, Me., met for the 
first time in many years before the 
grating of their son’s cell. McDonald's 
sister, who lives with their mother in 
Portland, also was present at the re- 
union, Of the four, the prisoner showed 
by far the most composure. 

The hanging was set for 4:45 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. As final arrange- 
ments were being made, MacDonald 
rested apparently peacefully. Repeat- 
edly he expressed a desire that the 
hanging take place with as little delay 
as possible. 

The installation of flood lights tin the 
prison yard earlier led to the general 
belief that the execution would take 
place earlier, some time between mid- 
night and dawn. 

McDonald and his wife were convicted 
in December of the murder of Adelard 
Bouchard, a Lachine taxi driver, last 
July, 

Moved Under Heavy Guard. 


Under cover of the night the young 
murderer was brought from Montreal 
under heavy guard to the place of exe- 
cution, leaving in that city the wife 
originally sentenced to hang with him. 

An attempt was planned for today 
to stay the execution of McDonald, but 
even his own counsel expressed small 
hope that it would be successful. 

McDonald was brought from the Bor- 
ceaux Jail in Montreal without being 
permitted to say good-by to his wife, 
who will remain in the Fullum Street 
Women’s Jail there until after the exe- 
cution. Later she will be transferred 
to Portsmouth Penitentiary near Kings- 
ton, Ontario, to begin serving her life 
acntence.

The course of Wall street speculation 
has been influenced on no less than two recent 
occasiong by such reports. The second group 
consists of politicians who, because of selfish 
and personal considerations, think they may 
profit by maintaining the fiction of the Cool- 
idge candidacy. The number of such persons 


is shrinking rapidly. for they can not make 
headway against plain facts, The final ele- 
ment is that which pretends to see some 


trickery in the President’s position and insists 
that it will be satisfied until Chief 
Executive abdicates through the use of words 
of its choosing. 

The elements enumerated are of shrinking 
importance in the political situation. “The 
majority of voters in the United States are now 
thoroughly convinced that President Coolidge 
does not wish to lead his party again. The 
process of selecting some else is in full swing. 
The .fact that Mr. was forced once 
more to state what he had already made more 
than clear is a reflection, not upon the am- 
biguity of his utterances, but upon 
those who have persistently refused to accept 
the plain meaning of plain language.

Dr, and his com- 
panion are, after all, only two individuals of 
millions, Both, because of their vocations, must 
be hardy, healthy souls. They have founé it 
possible to subsist upon an all-meat diet. That 
does not mean that others, less hardy and 
forced by necessity to live confined, sedentary 
lives, can do likewise without ill effect. 

Less than a week ago, the subject “Over- 
eating’’ was made the basis of a report issued 
by the Gorgas Memorial Institute. Many per- 
sons who do not seriously overeat in a general 
way, says the report, take too much animal 
food. The very thorough researches of Dr. 
Hindhede, it says further, show that such per- 
Sons are in great danger of dying of kidney 
disease, liver disease or apoplexy in the prime 
of life. Until the medical profession can pro- 
duce more conclusive proof than the Stefansson 
experiment that a varied diet is not necessary 
for a healthy life, the public will do well not 
to cast aside its present dietary habits.

4,000,000 SHARES. 


The speculative fever which has gripped the 
New York Stock Exchange this month resulted 
yesterday in a 4,000,000-share market, The 
nine previous full business days had each re- 
sulted in the exchange of more than 3,000,000 
shares, but yesterday’s total is unique. Never 
before in its history has the speculative center 
of the United States seen such a volume of 
business as marked those five hours. The 
financial district at present is governed by con- 
ditions which resemble those when “war 
babies” were the center of attraction. The 
clerical force of every brokerage house has 
been increased. Clerks are working all night 
to keep up with the rush of orders. <A seat 
on the ‘Stock Exchange igs worth $335,000. 
and the demand for such memberships will 
undoubtedly force the price higher. 

Observers of Stock Exchange conditions 
marvel at the virility of the market. Profes- 
sional operators are in the market, as the ad- 
vance of sO many unrelated issues would indi- 
cate. The public is, however, involved almost 
as deeply as those who dabble regularly in the 
exchange. Financiers say that the present 
turnover is being backed by orders from all 
over the country. It is estimated that several 
billions of dollars, normally scattered through- 
out the country, is now centralized in New 
York. The call money rate continues reason- 
One 
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work in other centers has forced the gold into 
New York and that it will stay there as long 
as present conditions continue. 

The record of 4,007,300 shares traded in 
yesterday would indicate that the end of the 
present bull nmfarket is not yet in sight. It was 
not until 1901 that the New York Stock KEx- 
change transactions crossed the 3,000,000- 
No such volume of business was 
recorded again until 1916 and there followed 
an interval of more quiet business until 1926. 
Since then 3,000,000-share days have been 
frequent but not usual. One factor in the in- 
crease is the larger number of listings. In 
1901 there were only 376 issues listed on the 
exchange. _Today dealings are accepted in 
1,069 stock and bond issues. The opportunity 
for volume is that much the greater. 

The only disturbing thought about the 
present market is where it will end. A sud- 
den recession from the present position would 
certainly do no good. There are judges who 
believe that the only loss to be expected is in 
the volume of trading. They expect next a 
process of assimilation in which the gains that 
have already been made will be absorbed, and 
the more inactive issues will advance to ac- 
companying levels,. One thing the progress 
of the Stock Exchange in the past two weeks 
had indicated is that the American public is 
not content to let temporary depression in any 
given field influence the entire course of busi- 
ness. The slack found in one place is taken 
up in another; in this instance the latter outlet 
is the New York Stock Exchange. 


INSURANCE INVESTMENTS. 
Recognition of a new era in the investment 
market by the State of New York has resulted 
in the passage of a measure authorizing the 
life insurance companies in that State to in- 


vest their funds in the preferred stock .and 


debentures of reputable corporations. The 


importance of the departure to policyholders 
may be judged by the fact that 80 per cent of 
the life insurance now in force has been writ- 
ten by companies with their headquarters in 
that State. The new law not only increases 
the field in which the reserve of such com- 
panies may be invested but the opportunity 
for profit with the consequent probability that 
rates may be reduced and dividends increased.

THE UNEMPLOVMENT SCARE. 

Looking back over the unemployment 
scare, for such it now appears to have been, 
one is inclined to wonder how it happened 
that a story based upon so little evidence 
could have swept across the country in such 
a short space of time. Looking back, one 
realizes that it originated largely in New 
York. Other States, notably Pennsylvania, 


reported unemployment, but the ‘‘big stories” | 


and the statistics all came from the home of 
Gov. Smith and Senator Wagner. The latter's 
speech before the Senate, particularly, gained 
wide publicity and even now one realizes that 
the employment situation in New York is not 


good. Yet unemployment throughout the 
country is not prevalent. This had come to 
be known even before publication of the 


United States Employment Service's review of 
conditions for February. 

The report, issued under the signature of 
Francis I. Jones, director general of the serv- 
ice, says that ‘“‘the country has been unduly 
alarmed by exaggerated reports that have 
been circulated widely stating that a serious 
unemployment situation exists. There is no 
question but that there has been and that 
there still is some unemployment apparent. 
It is also true that no matter how prosperous 
the industrial condition of the country may 
be there is more or less unemployment.” A 
winter slackening of industry did occur, Mr. 
Jones asserts, and a considerable number of 
workers were idle, but consumption now has 
increased and the outlook is good. With the 
advent of spring weather a further improve- 
ment will materialize. 

The country should have learned long ago 
that industry does not and can not continue 
along at an absolutely even pace. There must 
continually be readjustments between produc- 
tion and consumption. There always have 
been and always will be alternating and brief 
cycles of overproduction and overconsumption, 
each over a period balancing the other. Last 
winter industry slackened off a little more 
than was expected. The country experienced 
some unemployment. New York State suf- 
fered more. than its share, Nation-wide un- 
employment, however, appears to have been 
only a figment that obligingly lodged itself in 
the receptive imagination of a handful of 
politicians. 


The-death of William C. Sproul, former 
Governor of Pennsylvania, removes a man 
who played a large part in the political and 
business life of both his State and the Nation. 
Gov. Sproul’s career in Pennsylvania was 
marked by public service. His friends say 
that he could have had the nomination as Vice 
President in 1920, which would have led to 
the Presidency, but he refused it. He gave 
far more to his party than he received from it, 
and his presence will be missed in its councils 
as well as among his wide circle of personal 
friends. é

Winters severe 
and open, summers hot and dry or wet 
and cool, pass in the same irregular 
sequence as they did 100 years ago. 

Yet, among adults, however intelli- 
gent, there seems prevalent the false 
belief that the climate of America is 
undergoing a slow, progressive change, 
that as the years advance the winters 
are less rigorous, the temperature 
milder, the snow less abundant, condi- 
tions generally less severe, writes Prof. 
Henry F. Cox in The New Age 
Illustrated. The so-called old-fash- 
foned winters, during which whole 
communities were snowbound . for 
months, roads and fences buried, nor- 
mal activities crippled, are nonexistent, 
declare the veterans of an older genera- 
tion. 

This old-fashioned winter illusion is 
explained by two simple facts—first, the 
difference between the child and the 
adult mind, and, second, the advance of 
civilization. It is not a matter of depth 
of snowfall, storm or temperature, for 
these, it is proven by our records, have 
not varied in half a century. 

To a child a snowstorm is an epoch- 
making event. From the window he 
watches it fall until the whole world is 
a great frosted cake. Later he plays in 
snow that comes up to his waist and 
drifts that come over his head. It 
makes a profound impression and when 
he grows up he tells: “When I was 
young we used to have snow to my 
waist and drifts higher than my head. 
Say, we don’t have winters like that any 
more!

MERGHANT MARINE AS AID! 
TO NAVY URGED BY REECE 


Representative, m House, 
Traces Value of Private Ship- 
ping in Time of War. 


OFFICIALS FAVOR’ PLAN 


Claiming that the most vital function 
of the merchant marine is its war-time 
use as a naval ausiliary, Representative 
Reece (Republican), of Tennessee, yes- 


terday injected a new note into the 
shipping discussion. 

Representative Reece, speaking on 
the Navy bill, took the position that a 
strong merchant marine 1s essential to 
adequate national defense, quite aside 
from its ordinary peace-time use 4s a 
carrier of the Nation’s commerce. Be- 
ginning with the War of the Revolu- 
tion, he traced the war record of Amer- 
ican merchant ships. down to the pres- 
ent day, saying that in this country's 
struggles upon the sea the merchant 
marine has taken an even more !Impor- 
tant part than that played by the regu- 
lar Navy. He asserted that this phase 
of the shipping question was not suf- 
ficiently stressed. 

Reece told the House that in the 
War for Independence American mer- 
chant ships, converted into privateers, 
destroyed three times as much enemy 
shipping as did the entire fleet of men 
of war. He held that in the War of 
1812 they did six times as much dam- 
age as the regular Navy, while in the 
Civil War, the War With Spain and in 
the World War merchant vessels again 
proved that they were 
adjuncts of the naval estabiishment.
